Medical,  Surgical,  Orthopaedic,  Paediatric,  Skin,  Obstetrical,  Gynaeco¬ 
logical  and  Dental  Out-patient  Clinics  are  held  at  Huntingdon  County 
Hospital  and  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge,  to  which  General 
Practitioners  can  refer  their  patients  for  specialist  investigation. 


(d)  The  St.  Neots  Physiotheraphy  Clinic. 

During  the  year  1950,  the  work  of  the  clinic  has  increased  Jay 
nearly  100  patients  over  the  previous  year,  bringing  the  total  number 
of  new  patients  to  675  for  the  year  ending  December,  1950.  In  order 
to  meet  the  increased  demanfl  I  hope  to  put  in  an  extra  day’s  work 
each  week  after  September  21st,  1951. 

The  work  has  been  most  varied  and  interesting,  with  very  satis¬ 
factory  results,  there  has  been  an  increased  call  for  exercises  in 
Adolescents,  Kyphosis  and  Scoliosis,  exercises  for  children  with  poor 
chest  developments,  Bronchiectasis  and  Asthma,  and  other  treatments 
include  Massage,  InfraRed,  Wax  Baths,  Galvanism,  Faradism,  Radiant 
Heat  and  Ultra  Violet  Ray.  The  clinic  covers  a  very  wide  area  and 
includes  cases  sent  by  specialists  from  Bedford,  Addenbrooke’s  and 
Huntingdon  Hospital  and  3  cases  from  St.  George’s  Hospital  in  London, 
and  2  private  London  specialists.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

From  figures  available  at  31st  December,  1950,  65.21  <>/o  of  the  estimated 
child  population  (0-14  years)  had  received  a  primary  course  of  immunisa¬ 
tion  against  diphtheria  but  only  57.58°/o  of  the  babies  (0-4  years)  were 
so  protected. 

These  figures  are  still  dangerously  low.  Every  effort  must  be  made 
to  encourage  mothers  to  have  their  children  protected,  especially  babies 
under  school  age. 

Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  are  available  at  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics,  through  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  from  General  Prac¬ 
titioners.

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No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade,  or  under  section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals 
with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 


HOUSING 

The  Council  continue  progress  with  their  post-war  Housing  Schemes, 
and  on  December  1st  the  Regional  Commissioner,  Maj.-Gen.  Sir  Charles 
Lane,  K.C.I.E.,  C.B.,  C.B.E.,  M.C.,  ceremonially  opened  the  101st  com¬ 
pleted  post-war  house.  During  the  year  51  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied,  including  8  bungalows  for  aged  persons,  with  a  house  in  the 
centre  for  District  Nurses. 

The  Council  are  now  considering  the  extension  of  the  Huntingdon 

Road  Estate,  and  plans  for  new  roads  and  sewers  are  being  prepared, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  a  short  time  the  work  on  the  roads  and 
sewers  will  commence.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

Work  has  been  in  progress  constructing  a  new  permanent  well  and 
pumping  station,  which  it  is  hoped  wiil  come  into  action  early  in  the 
coming  year,  and  will  remove  any  worry  of  water  shortage  in  the 
district. 
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The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  is  170,000  gallons  per  day. 


MAIN  SUPPLY

All  examinations  proved  the  water  satisfactory;  owing  to  the  excessive 
hardness  of  the  town  water  supply  (average  33.66  deg.)  it  has  been 
suggested  by  the  Public  Analyst  that  some  type  of  softening  should 
be  adopted. 


PRIVATE  WELLS 

Three  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  were  taken,  one  of  which 
was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  owners  have  since  connected  the  premises  to  the  main  water  supply. 


DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

During  the  year,  electric  ejectors  to  lift  sewage  from  the  new  housing 
estate  to  existing  sewers  came  into  operation,  dispensing  with  the  weekly 
emptying  of  sewers  by  tank  ejector.  The  pumps  at  the  Crescent  and 
Eynesbury  have  been  put  into  good  running  order,  and  electric 
“NOFLOTE”  switches  are  being  fixed  at  Eynesbury  pump  in  place  of 
the  complicated  “float  and  chain  switch”  now  in  use,  which  has 
frequently  caused  trouble. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  work  on  the  new  sewerage 
scheme  and  sewage  disposal  works  will  commence,  and  the  present  un¬ 
satisfactory  discharge  of  sewage  to  the  river  in  the  town  will  discon¬ 
tinue,  and  the  trouble  of  blocked  sewers,  owing  to  flat  gradients, 
will  be  removed. 


RIVERS  &  STREAMS 

The  streams  flowing  through  the  town  to  join  the  river,  require 
cleansing,  to  allow  a  better  flow  of  water  in  heavy  rains  and  remove 
some  of  the  flooding  in  parts  of  the  town.  There  nvas  no  serious 
flooding  during  the  year.  The  river  is  kept  free  from  weeds;  but 
3  samples  of  water  were  taken  at  different  points  in  the  river  for 
analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst;  all  of  which  showed  gross  sewage  pollu¬ 
tion. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Inspections  of  hotels,  bakehouses  and  cafes  have  been  carried  out, 
and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  handling  and  cooking  of 
food.  Meat  inspection  is  given  in  a  separate  report. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Regular  weekly  collections  of  household  refuse  continues.  Two  owners 
of  remaining  ashpits  have  been  instructed  to  obtain  ashbins  and  close 
the  insanitary  pits.  Collection  of  salvage  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  £120-0-0  approximately  was  received  from  the  sales.  The 

house-holders  have  been  asked,  in  advertisements,  to  take  more  care 
of  paper  and  keep  separate  from  ashes  in  bins.  The  tipping  of  refuse 

has  been  continued  on  the  site  in  Howitt’s  Lane  and  the  tip  has  been 

extended.  Fires  periodically  broke  out  but  were  controlled.  It  is  hoped 
to  have  better  control  of  casual  tippers  who  take  rubbish  .when  the 
tip  is  closed,  and  indiscriminately  tip  the  rubbish,  causing  much  un¬ 
necessary  labour.  Unfortunately  there  are  still  many  pail  closets 

in  the  area,  and  night  soil  collection  remains;  it  is  hoped  that  the 
new  sewerage  scheme  will  shortly  commence  and  all  the  pail  closets 
abolished.
